•'Sirius" on Coufedcratioii, 

We promised, in a lato i6nno, to 
turn our attention to tho letter of 
"Sirius" that appearod in a provious 
number. Our leader on Thursday wan 
virtually a reply ; but in order that 
Buch errors as thoso put forth hy 
"SiriuB" to croato, ovidoDtly a false 
impression on tho public mind, rospoct 
ing Confederation, may bo directly 
refuted, we intend to fulfil our pro- 
mieo now. "Sirius" said that our 
artiole on tho ".Revenue and Expend i> 
turo ot the Local Government under 
Confederation" "shows only ouo side 
of an account.'' He admits, therefore, 
"ono side of the account." Ho admits 
that we have shown that tho Colony 
under Confederation woald have a 
Eovenue of $326,000 j a current Ex- 
penditure of S125.0S1 ; and a SurpluB 
Eovenue of $200,919. After making 
this admission, he says that it was 
"calculated to mislead or even to 
deceive tho public" Now, is it not a 
most singular way to deceivo the 
publio by showing them that by 
making a contraot with Canada con- 
taining certain covenants, they would 
have a Surplus Kevomio of $200,919 
instead of an annual Deficit? If wo 
pointed out to one of our morohants, 
who had been doing business at a loss, 
how be oould become a partner in an 



Public Works," "B ; -'Ub' " conclusion is 
simply this • '.^at we havo not a dime! 
yot wo uavo S3G2,819 Soiplus Ruvonuo; 
that wo havo a thing, and havo it not 
at tho same time ; that this Colony 
has no Surplus Eovenue now, but if 
sho will only enter into partnorBhip 
with Canada and divide up tho prosout 
revonuo, that British Columbia will 
havo a Surplus of $200,919, and 
Canada a Surplus of §161,900 ; and 
that those dividends may bo obtniued 
hy dividing nothing! "Sirius" how, 
evor, not boing content with perpo- 
trating these "errors," bo muBt try 
how hotter wo would ho off in a fow 
years, llo says that tho loan of 1802 
will bo paid off in throe years, and 
that there will thon bo a reduction of 
tho Intorcst and Sinking Fund to tho 
extent of $36,000 por annum. Sup- 
poso wo admit it, but eupposo wo put 
tho question of tho payment of the 
publio debt in tho strongost way. Let 
ua suppose that tho whole Publio 
Debt will bo paid oil in three years, 
and that will includo tho loan of 1862, 
what would bo our financial position 
then on tho terras of the Yalo Conven- 
tion 'I A\ r o havo already shown that 
Canada at present would, by paying 
S150.037, tbo Interest and Sinking 
Fund on our Publio Doht, make an 
annual Deficit oT $'257,405. Deduol 
tho $150,037 from this amount, and 
tho Canadian Deficit would bo §107,- 
868. Wo wouid stili the gamer io 
the extent of $107,308 por annum.

Nxw York, Aug 4, 1868. 
Back again in this over crowded metropo- 
lis, with the weather at a white heat, - ^nd 
moiquiios aod flies more mischievous and 
persistent iu tbe presentation ot their 'little 
bills' than an lal and collector of bad debts. 
Have any of your roaders evor passed a aura- 
me: in New York City? If they.bavo not, 
tbey have escaped a terrestrial glimpBe of 
purgatorial horrors and should mentally re* 
solve to steer clear of the American metro- 
polis during tbe dog days. Sleep is out of 
the question. The most one can do in tbe 
heated term is to lie down— nor will be re- 
main in a recumbent position long before he 
finds himself undergoing a bot bath in bis 
own perspiration, paying tribute in a pint or 
two of sanguineous fluid to tbo numerous 
bloodsucking insects that iufesUhia favored 
locality. Phew ! Tho weather is not warm, 
it is positively 7iof\ The thermometer scores 
101° in the shade, and not a breath of air 
stirring, Scores of people are prostrated 
by strokes of tbe sun and many die, while 
the mortality lista have numerically doubled 
io consequence el the prevalence of zymotic 
complaints superinduced by the stale of tbe 
atmosphere, and rabid dogs are accorded 
more than a fair share of tbo thoroughfares 
by tho affrightid populace.

The 
eQeot is pleasant and tbe drink, being neither 
cold nor bot, but a sort of ' arf-an-arf,' is 
quite reviving. If you are troubled with a 
1 bested term ' at Victoria, try the effect of a 
lamp of ice in your matutiusl or postprandial 
boverage. 

Wiitiog of drinks reminds me of tbe 
reduotioo in the whiskey tax from two 
dollars per gallon to fif'y cents. It was 
fouod that under the higher rates, induce-

The best 'imported' 
b'andy has a bluish hue, strongly suggestive 
of tbo employment of blue- vitrol in its 
mioafaciu'C, and the whiskey is euoh horrid 
sharp fltufl that a glusa of it has been known 
to burn its way right through a man and 
come out at his boot heol within five minutes 
after being swallowed! Tho reduotion in 
tbe tax. it is hoped, will ensure the conntry 
K ood whiukcy, even if it faila to cure im- 
ported, brandy of ihe fit of the blues with 
which it is eilicied. 1 observe by tbe papers 
of to-day that tbe Franco- American Cable 
Company has been fully organized, and is 
preparing for active operations.

Many 
people, however, would bj charmed with it 
on account of the brevity of tho sea voyage 
Four days on the Atlantic woold simply be 
a novelty, and theroforo thousands of people 
might be lempted lo roam to another hemis- 
phere who are deterred now by a wbolesomo 
fear of a prolonged interview v.i'.h papa 
N«ptune. And in this connection it ia im- 
portant that 1 should mention thit ut Port- 
laud, Maine, to-duy, an International Com- 
mercial Convention commenced its sittings, 
the proceedings of which may have a more 
important bearing npon lbs loturo of our 
lovely aud promising yoong Colony than 
soino of your readers imagine. The eastern, 
northern, western, and north-western Stales 
and tbe New Dominion will all be ably re- 
presented in tbe Convention. The measutes 
that are proposed to be discussed embrace a 
large Geld. Briefly, action ia to be taken 
for the purpose ol securing a line of railway 
across the continent at its widest part, from 
the Atlantic to tho Pacifio seas, connecting 
Halifax, Portland, Rutland, Buflalo, Detroit, 
Chicago and San Francisco in an unbrokeo 
lino . and the completion of a direct tine from 
the St Lawrence waters to Pugel Sound ; 
the adjustment on liberal terms of the re- 
gulations of trade on the continent of North 
America, and such urrangement of linns of 
ocean steamers, sailing at fixed hnura daily 
from each side of the Atlantic Ocean, and be- 
tween China and Sun Francises, as shall 
aeoute Hoes of communication by this route 



between Europe and Asia, us regular and 
as convenient as those cow existing between 
city and city on the same oontinent, on the 
completion of the lines of railway now bnilt, 
in progress or proposed, between the eastern 
shore of (be Atlantic nnd tbe harbor of San 
Franoisco. Tbe project or seouring a direct 
lino of railway from Halifax to San Fran- 
cisoo, ia perhaps the most important, di- 
verting as it is believed, transatlantic travel 
from ocean navigation to railway transit. 
The distance between these two points is 
3 988 miles, and it is estimated that tbe 
number of through passengers yearly from 
Portland to Halifax would not be less than 
50.000. Tbe Portlandera are greatly inter* 
ested in this matter, and more especially be- 
cause her citizens desire that their city shall 
become Ihe outlet of our Western granaries. 
For aomo monihs past they have been en- 
deavoring to ooncentrato public attention 
upon tbeir unrivalod harbor, as the cheapest 
point for the exportation of Western pro- 
duce, and the odvantages of a direot line of 
railway across Ihe continent. Large sub- 
scriptions have already been secured to tbe 
company by municipal corporations and in- 
dividuals in Northern New Hampsbiro and 
Vermont, while the city of Portland has 
authorized a subscription of 8750,000 lo its 
stock. The friends of the project believo 
that by extending a line due west from Port- 
land lo Whitehall, and from thence lo Rome 
on the line of the New York Centrul Rail- 
road, tho distance from Chicago to flalilax 
can be reduced to abou' 1600 miles, over 
favorable grades, easily condensing the time 
between Chicugo and Liverpool to twelva 
doys, aud reducing the transit between San 
Franciaco and London lo seventeen days by 
way of Halifax and Liverpool.

The public debt statement for the month 
of July will show an increase of several 
millions of dollars since the last statement 
issued on the 31st of May.
